We  show  above  a view  of  the  outside  construction  of  what  is  called  the 
combined  plan  of  hotbed  and  greenhouse.  On  the  outside  cover  note  interior  view 
of  same. 

The  alley  way  is  dug  into  the  ground  while  the  foundation  is  constructed 
of  lumber  or  cement.  The  glass  cloth  is  made  in  frames  which  can  be  removed 
at  will.  If  desired  a heating  plant  can  be  installed  to  furnish  heat  under  the 
beds!  or  proper  room  for  manure' if  this  method  of  heat  is  adopted  may  be  pro- 
vided under  beds.  This  construction  is  very  cheap  and  convenient  and  by  using 
glass  cloth  most  any  size  desired  may  be  made  by  making  longer  or  shorter 
frames  and  any  number  of  them.  The  slope  of  roof  can  be  very  moderate  but  care 
should  be  used  in  construction  to  eliminate  openings  where  cold  air  could  creep 
in,  in  the  way  of  joinings  of  frams.

The  best  paper  is  probably  the  black 
insulating  paper  generally  sold  by  hardware  or  lumber  dealers  and  used  over 
screen  doors  as  a storm  door  in  winter.  Next  choice  would  be  Blue  Plaste  Board 
and  common  rosin  sheeting  paper  will  also  give  good  results.  Strip  the  paper  up 
with  the  aid  of  a square  or  straight  edged  board. 


By  simply  wrapping  each  plant  with  the  paper  square  and  slipping  the  spring 
on  from  the  side  you  will  have  the  most  perfect  celery  bleaching  tube  made  and  a 
tube  that  will  fit  each  plant  perfectly  as  the  spring  holds  paper  up  snug  just  as 
wrapped.  This  method  of  celery  bleaching  gives  a quicker  bleach  than  boards  and 
much  better,  as  the  tube  excludes  all  the  light  from  the  sides  of  plant,  while  the 
leaves  drawn  together  form  a perfect  covering  for  top.

Our  choice  of  all  the  combinations  that  can  be  formed  on  this  frame  in  the 
way  of  plant  protectors  is  the  frame  with  a muslin  top  and  the  sides  covered  with 
our  glass  cloth.  The  sides  alone  being  wind-proof  protect  the  plant  from  any  cold 
wind,  while  the  sun  shining  through  this  cloth  gives  at  the  same  time  a great 
forcing  effect  similar,  only  much  greater,  than  if  you  stand  in  the  sun  with  a 
building  to  keep  the  wind  off  from  you.  You  have  also  noticed  how  rapidly  some 
vegetation  grows  behind  a hedge  or  some  building  while  that  out  in  the  open 
almost  seems  to  be  dormant. 

With  glass  cloth  forming  the  sides,  we  find  the  muslin  top  admits  a slow 
change  of  air,  keeping  the  warmth  from  getting  too  intense  in  midday  and  still 
protects  the  plants  from  any  frost  at  night,  besides  keeping  off  all  insect  pests. 

During  the  last  season  we  made  some  experiments  on  the 
three  smallest  sizes  of  frames  in  the  way  of  using  heavy  wrapping  paper  to  form 
the  sides  instead  of  glass  cloth  and  was  very  much  pleased  with  the  results,  and 
advise  our  customers  to  purchase  frames  of  us  and  some  heavy  wrapping  paper 
from  your  local  hardware,  while  making  some  tops  from  flour  or  inside  sugar 
sacks  and  thereby  obtaining  forcers  at  a very  small  cost. 

If  a tomato  trellis  is  desired,  when  the  proper  time  comes,  remove  all  cover- 
ing from  frame  and  you  have  the  trellis  which  can  remain  till  crop  is  removed.

The  New-Way  Nozzle  is  a brass  tube  shaped  nozzle  containing  a removable 
spring  core.  With  the  aid  of  our  little  inserting  tool  these  are  inserted  into  any 
common  garden  hose,  making  a movable  system  that  can  be  used  anywhere  that 
you  can  connect  up  to  a water  system,  well  or  tank.
